PART  IV. 

“WATER  CLAUSES  CONSOLIDATION  ACT, 
1897.” 

1.  This  is  to  certify  that  the  Vancouver  Power  Com- 
pany, Limited  (hereinafter  called  the  “Power  Com- 
pany”), specially  incorporated  pursuant  to  Part  IV. 
of  the  “ Water  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1897,”  on 
the  25th  day  of  January,  1898,  for  the  purpose  of 
exercising  the  rights,  powers,  privileges  and  priorities 
in  and  by  Part  IV.  of  the  said  Act  created,  granted 
and  conferred,  has,  in  addition  to  its  undertaking, 
approved  of  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council, 
by  Certificate  of  Approval,  dated  the  14th  day  of 
February,  1902,  submitted  its  further  undertaking  to 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  for  approval,  and 
that  the  said  further  undertaking,  as  shown  by  the 
documents  and  plans  filed,  lias  been  approved,  and 
that  the  same  is  as  follows  : — 

The  construction,  equipment,  operation  and  main- 
tenance of  an  electric  street  railway  or  tramway  within 
the  City  of  North  Vancouver  and  the  District  Munici- 
pality of  North  Vancouver,  and  District  Lots  272  and 
273,  New  Westminster  District,  for  the  conveyance  of 
passengers  and  freight ; the  erection,  construction, 
operation  and  maintenance  within  the  said  City  of 
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North  Vancouver,  District  Municipality  of  North 
Vancouver  and  District  Lots  of  electric  works,  power 
houses,  generating  plant  and  such  other  appliances 
and  conveniences  as  are  necessary  to  supply  the  said 
City  of  North  Vancouver,  District  Municipality  of 
North  Vancouver,  and  District  Lots  with  public  and 
private  lighting  and  heating,  and  power  for  manu- 
facturing and  industrial  purposes  ; and,  in  connection 
therewith,  the  construction  of  a transmission  line  from 
the  Power  Company’s  present  transmission  line  where 
it  now  crosses  Boundary  Road  in  Hastings  Townsite 
by  the  most  feasible  route  to  and  through  the  said  City 
of  North  Vancouver,  District  Municipality  of  North 
Vancouver  and  District  Lots.  Together  with  all  such 
rights,  powers  and  privileges  as  may  be  necessary  to 
effectually  carry  out  the  terms  and  conditions  of  three 
several  agreements  made  by  the  Corporation  of  the 
District  of  North  Vancouver  with  the  Vancouver 
Power  Company,  Limited,  which  said  agreements  were 
ratified  and  confirmed  by  the  “ North  Vancouver  City 
Incorporation  Act,  1906.” 

The  waters  at  present  recorded  by  the  Power  Com- 
pany from  Lake  Coquitlam  and  from  Lake  Buntzen 
will  be  utilised  to  generate  the  power  required  to

with  such  branch  lines  therefrom  as  shown  on  plan 
filed  by  the  Power  Company  ; the  construction  of  the 
sub-station  and  transmission  line  to  and  through  the 
said  City  of  North  Vancouver,  District  Municipality 
of  North  Vancouver  and  District  Lots.

solidation Act,  1897,”  Part  IV.,  one  thousand  (1,000) 
shares  of  one  dollar  ($1.00)  each.  The  further  amount 
of  capital  required  to  fully  complete  the  first  part  of  the 
said  further  undertaking  and  works  is  to  be  immediately 
provided  by  the  loan  of  one  hundred  and  ninety-nine 
thousand  dollars  ($199,000.00),  to  be  made  by  the 
British  Columbia  Electric  Railway  Company,  Limited, 
to  be  secured  by  mortgage  bonds  of  the  Power  Com- 
pany in  sterling  or  decimal  currency  carrying  interest, 
or  by  such  other  form  of  security  as  may  be  agreed 
upon  between  the  Companies. 

4.  And  this  is  further  to  certify  that  the  time  within 
which  the  said  further  capital  to  be  subscribed, 
namely,  one  thousand  dollars  ($1,000),  in  addition  to 
capital  already  subscribed,  is  to  be  subscribed,  is  fixed 
at  one  month  from  the  date  hereof,  and  the  time  in 
which  the  first  part  of  said  further  undertaking  and 
works,  as  set  forth  in  paragraph  2 hereof,  is  to  be 
commenced  shall  be  before  the  expiration  of  one  month 
from  the  date  hereof  at  least ; and  the  date  at  which 
it  shall  be  in  operation  is  fixed  at  twelve  months  from 
the  date  hereof  ; and  the  date  at  which  the  remainder 
or  any  portion  of  the  said  further  undertaking  and 
works  hereby  approved  may  be  constructed  and  be  put 
in  operation  is  fixed  at  the  time  or  times,  or,  within 
the  time  or  times  fixed  for  the  continuance  of  the  three 
said  several  agreements  as  therein  set  forth,  which 
said  agreements  were  ratified  and  confirmed  by  the 
“ North  Vancouver  City  Incorporation  Act,  1906.”

ing area  and  is  liable  to  a very  heavy  charge  for  dyking 
as  well  as  a very  heavy  annual  charge  for  maintenance 
for  dykes,  pumping,  etc. 

The  Minister  further  states  that  the  Agent  of  Dom- 
inion Lands  at  New  Westminster,  who  was  asked  to 
report  in  the  matter,  now  states  that  he  made  a fresh 
inspection  of  the  parcel  and  found  about  one-half  to  be 
of  no  intrinsic  value  ; and  suggests  that  Mr.  Oliver  be 
treated  on  the  same  basis  as  Messrs.  Donald  McLean, 
John  Morrison  and  R.  G.  Mounce  and  the  Corporation 
of  the  City  of  Vancouver,  in  whose  favour  patents  were 
issued  for  certain  portions  of  land  in  Sections  4,  5 and 
8 in  the  said  township  on  the  completion  of  the  pur- 
chase money  at  the  reduced  rate  of  $2.50  per  acre. 

The  Minister  also  states  that,  with  reference  to  the 
case  of  Donald  McLean,  John  Morrison  and  R.  G. 
Mounce,  to  which  the  Agent  alludes,  that  these  per- 
sons and  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Vancouver

The  Minister  also  states  that  it  has  also  been  sug- 
gested by  the  Agent  of  Dominion  Lands  that  the 
scraggy  timber  on  the  rock  portion  of  the  legal  sub- 
division in  question  shall  not  be  reserved  in  the  patent 
as  such  timber  would  serve  as  a shelter  for  stock  and

NEW  WESTMINSTER  BY-LAWS. 


PLUMBERS  & PLUMBING  REGULATION  BY- 
LAW, 1906. 

A By-Law  to  License  and  Begulate  Plumbers  and,  to 
provide  for  the  appointment  of  Plumbing  Inspec- 
tors, and,  to  provide  for  the  Plumbing  and  Bru  in- 
age  of  Buildings. 

WHEREAS  it  is  desirable  and  necessary  to  license 
and  regulate  plumbers  in  the  City  of  New 
Westminster,  and  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of 
Plumbing  Inspector,  and  to  provide  for  the  effective 
plumbing  and  drainage  of  buildings  : 

Therefore  the  Council  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City 
of  New  Westminster  enacts  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  Council  may,  from  time  to  time,  as  occasion 
may  require,  appoint  an  Inspector  for  plumbing,  and 
any  such  Inspector  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Board  of  Health  and  be  given  such  remuneration 
for  his  services  as  the  Council  shall  determine. 

2.  A Board  of  Plumbing  Examiners  shall  be  ap- 
pointed annually  by  the  Council.  The  Board  shall  be 
called  together  by  the  Plumbing  Inspector,  who  shall 
be  Secretary  of  the  Board,  at  such  times  as  the  Coun- 
cil may  find  necessary. 

3.  In  case  any  dispute  arises  under  this  By-Law  as 
to  whether  any  person  or  persons  employed  by  any 
licensed  master  plumber  is  a regularly  educated  prac- 
tical and  experienced  plumber,  as  in  this  By-Law  is 
provided,  the  Plumbing  Inspector  may  notify  the  said 
workman  to  appear  and  be  examined  before  such 
Board  of  Examiners,  whose  decision  as  to  the  compe- 
tency of  such  workman  shall  be  final  and  conclusive. 

4.  Certificates  of  competency  may  be  granted  by 
the  Board  of  Examiners  to  any  plumber  producing 
proof  satisfactory  to  them  that  the  applicant  has  un- 
dergone satisfactory  training  and  due  examination, 
and,  in  absence  of  such  proof,  to  any  applicant  who 
shall  after  an  examination  before  the  said  Board  be 
considered  by  them  to  be  competent,  and  such  certifi- 
cate shall  be  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Plumbing 
Inspector,  the  person  receiving  the  same  paying  a fee 
of  $1  therefor,  and  such  plumber  shall  be  a registered 
plumber  of  the  city  : 

Provided  that  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  may  grant, 
on  being  satisfied  with  the  competency  of  any  journey- 
man plumber  applying  for  the  same,  a temporary  per- 
mit to  such  plumber  for  a period  not  exceeding  thirty 
days,  which  permit  shall  confer  on  such  plumber  the 
same  privilege  for  that  period  only  as  if  he  held  a cer- 
tificate from  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

5.  Upon  and  immediately  after  the  passage  of  this 
By-Law,  and  in  every  ensuing  year  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  July,  any  pci-sons  desiring  to  carry  on 
business  or  trade  as  a master  plumber  within  the  City 
of  New  Westminster  shall  take  out  a licence,  which 
licence  shall  be  posted  up  in  the  office  or  shop  of  the 
master  plumber  at  all  times,  for  which  he  shall  pay  at 


the  time  of  the  issuing  thereof  a sum  of  $20.  Except, 
as  hereinafter  provided,  any  person  may  take  out  a 
licence  under  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  on  behalf 
of  a partnership,  firm  or  company  of  which  he  may  be 
a member. 

6.  No  person  shall  receive  such  a licence  unless  he 
has  a place  of  business  within  the  City  of  New  West- 
minster, and  furnishes  a bond  binding  himself  to  the 
amount  of  $500.00,  with  at  least  two  sureties  in  the 
sum  of  $250.00  each  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  or  a bond  to  the  same  amount  from  a 
Guarantee  Company,  that  he  will  employ  only  regis- 
tered plumbers  who  have  received  and  hold  a certifi- 
cate of  competency  from  the  Board  of  Examiners  to 
do  all  such  plumbing  work  as  he  may  engage  to  do, 
and  whether  he  is  a practical  plumber  himself  or  not, 
will  not  permit  or  allow  any  such  work  to  be  done  in 
connection  with  the  business  except  by  such  registered 
plumbers,  and  that  he  will  not  violate  any  of  the  terms 
and  conditions,  rules  and  regulations  contained  in  this 
By-Law,  or  in  any  other  By-Law  which  shall  come 
into  force  from  time  to  time  in  the  City  of  New  West- 
minster respecting  plumbing,  drainage,  sanitai’y  mat- 
ters and  water  works  within  the  said  city. 

7-  Every  person  desiring  such  licence  shall  file  with 
the  Inspector  of  Plumbing  a petition  in  writing  giving 
name  of  applicant,  and,  in  case  of  a partnership,  the 
name  of  each  member  thereof,  together  with  the  place 
of  business,  and  asking  to  become  a licensed  master 
plumber,  and  said  petition  shall  be  accompanied  by 
the  bond  and  fee  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

8.  Any  change  of  firm  or  location  of  the  business 
shall  be  promptly  reported  to  the  Plumbing  Inspector, 
and  the  licence  shall  be  kept  in  a conspicuous  place  at 
the  location  of  the  business. 

9.  When  any  member  of  a partnership  or  company 
is  licensed  individually  for  the  partnership  or  com- 
pany, the  licence  may  be  issued  in  the  name  of  the 
firm,  co-partnership  or  company,  the  said  licence 
setting  out  the  names  of  the  members  of  the  firm,  co- 
partnership or  directors  of  the  company,  and  the  date 
the  licence  was  granted,  and  no  licence  so  granted 
shall  be  transferable  except  with  the  permission  of  the 
Plumbing  Inspector. 

10.  All  licensed  master  plumbers  shall  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  all  acts  of  their  employees  in  connection 
with  their  business  for  which  such  bond  and  licence  is 
issued. 

11.  Evei’y  such  bond  and  licence  shall  be  for  the 
year  cui'rent  at  the  time  of  the  granting  thereof,  and 
shall  expire  on  the  15tli  day  of  January  next  succeed- 
ing the  date  of  issue. 

12.  Upon  satisfactory  evidence  furnished  to  the 
Plumbing  Inspector  that  any  master  plumber  has  been 
twice  convicted  by  the  Police  Magistrate  or  a Justice 
of  the  Peace  of  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
By-Law,  or  any  of  the  By-Laws  respecting  plumbing, 
drainage,  sanitary  matters  or  water  works,  his  licence 
shall  be,  ipso  facto,  forfeited  and  returned  to  the 
Inspectoi’. 

13.  Any  master  plumber  whose  bonds  and  licence 
may  become  foi-feited  shall  not  again  be  entitled  to  a 
licence  until  the  said  declaration  of  forfeiture  shall  be 
revoked  by  the  Plumbing  Inspector,  and  if  such  Master 
Plumber  is  carrying  on  his  business  in  co-partnership 
or  as  a member  of  a company,  the  co-partnership  or 
company  shall  not  carry  on  the  business  of  plumbing 
from  the  date  of  such  cancellation. 

14.  Before  proceeding  to  construct,  re-construct, 
alter  or  change  any  portion  of  the  plumbing,  drainage 
or  ventilation  of  any  building  the  owner,  his  agent,  or 
the  master  plumber  constructing  the  same  shall  file  in 
the  office  of  the  Plumbing  Inspectoi’  an  application  for 
a permit  therefor,  and  such  application  shall  be  accom- 
panied with  a specification  or  abstract  thereof,  in  a 
blank  form  prescribed  and  supplied  for  that  purpose 
by  the  Plumbing  Inspector,  stating  the  nature  of  the 
work  to  be  done  and  giving  the  size,  kinds  and  weights 
of  all  pipes,  traps  and  fittings,  together  with  a de- 
scription of  all  closets  and  other  fixtures,  and  a plan 
with  a description  of  the  locality  sufficient  for  identi- 
fication, and  showing  the  drainage  system  complete. 
Plans  must  be  legibly  drawn  in  ink  on  a scale  of  one- 
eighth  inch  to  the  foot  ; provided,  however,  that  this 
clause  shall  not  apply  to  small  repairs  which  do  not 
alter  the  plan  of  the  plumbing. 

15.  A permit  shall  be  granted  or  refused  within 
seven  days  from  the  time  of  filing  of  the  application, 
and  the  permit  of  the  Plumbing  Inspector  (if  granted) 
shall  be  valid  for  six  months  from  the  date  of  issue. 

16.  If  the  Plumbing  Inspector  shall  find  that  the 
said  plans  and  specifications  do  not  conform  with  the 
rules  and  requirements  laid  down  in  respect  to  plumb-

ing  and  drainage  in  the  By-Laws  of  the  City  of  New 
Westminster,  he  shall  not  issue  any  permit  for  the 
plumbing  and  drainage,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  to 
proceed  therewith, 

17.  After  a plan  or  specification  has  once  been  ap- 
proved no  alteration  or  deviation  from  the  same  will 
be  allowed,  except  with  the  written  consent  of  the 
Plumbing  Inspector. 

18.  From  and  after  the  passing  of  this  By-Law 
every  owner,  or  agent  of  an  owner,  of  any  building, 
doing  or  causing  *to  be  done  any  plumbing  in  such 
building  shall,  on  the  same  being  passed  by  the  Plumb- 
ing Inspector,  be  granted  a certificate  that  such 
plumbing  has  been  done  in  accordance  with  the  City 
By-Laws,  and  on  being  requested  to  do  so  shall  deliver 
such  certificate  to  any  person  proposing  to  purchase  or 
occupy  such  building. 

19.  No  part  of  any  plumbing  or  drainage  work  shall 
be  covered  or  concealed  in  any  way  until  it  has  been 
examined  and  approved  of  by  the  Plumbing  Inspector, 
to  whom  notice  must  be  sent  when  the  work  is  suffi- 
ciently advanced  to  be  inspected,  unless  in  the  case  of 
drainage  below  the  surface  of  the  ground,  which  the 
Inspector  has  failed  to  inspect  within  the  five  working 
hours  next  ensuing  after  being  notified,  then  the 
ground  may  be  filled  in,  in  case  of  an  emergency 
affecting  the  public  safety. 

20.  All  materials  must  be  of  good  quality  and  free 
from  defects,  and  the  work  must  be  executed  in  a 
thorough  and  workmanlike  manner. 

21.  The  arrangement  of  soil  and  waste  pipe  must  be 
as  direct  as  possible. 

22.  The  soil,  waste  and  ventilating  pipes  and  traps 
must,  where  practicable,  be  exposed  to  view  for  ready 
inspection  at  all  times  and  for  convenience  in  repair- 
ing. When  necessarily  placed  within  partitions  or 
recesses  of  walls,  soil,  waste  and  ventilating  pipes 
must  be  covered  with  woodwork  so  fastened  as  to  be 
readily  removed.  In  no  case  shall  they  be  so  placed 
as  to  be  absolutely  inaccessible,  unless  under  written 
permission  from  the  Plumbing  Inspector. 

23.  When  the  ground  is  made  or  unsound  the  house 
sewer  shall  be  of  medium  or  standard  cast-iron  or  brass 
pipe,  with  joints  properly  caulked  with  lead. 

24.  In  sound  ground,  provided  it  is  outside  of  the 
building,  hard  salt,  glazed,  vitrified  pipe  may  be  used. 
Each  length  shall  be  wetted  before  being  laid  and  the 
space  completely  filled  with  cement  mortar,  made  in 
the  proportion  of  two  of  good,  clean,  sharp  sand  and 
one  of  the  best  Portland  cement,  except  in  wet  ground, 
when  a gasket  shall  be  placed  around  the  spigot  and 
forced  down  to  the  bottom  of  the  socket  and  finished 
with  mortar  cement,  as  described  above.  Each  pipe 
must  be  cleaned  out  with  a mop  after  being  laid.  The 
different  lengths  must  be  laid  in  perfect  line  on  the 
bottom  and  sides.  All  connections  must  be  through 
“ Y ” junctions. 

25.  Any  soil  pipe  passing  through  a building,  or 
beneath  the  floor  of  a cellar  or  basement,  shall  be  of 
cast  iron  or  brass,  as  in  section  23,  and  shall  extend  to 
at  least  five  feet  outside  the  building,  and  no  wall 
shall  be  built  leaning  solidly  upon  the  same. 

26.  Every  vertical  soil  pipe  shall  be  of  cast-iron  or 
brass,  and  shall  extend  a sufficient  height  above  the 
highest  window,  roof,  or  coping,  or  light  shaft,  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  Plumbing  Inspector. 

27.  No  rain  water  down  pipe,  or  chimney  flue,  shall 
be  used  as  a ventilator  for  any  sewer  trap,  soil  or  waste 
pipe,  or  as  a soil  or  waste  pipe. 

28.  Each  building  in  which  a water  closet  is  placed 
shall  be  provided  with  a main  ventilating  pipe  of  cast 
iron  or  wrought  iron  pipe,  galvanized,  of  not  less 
diameter  than  four  inches,  which  shall  be  carried  at 
least  two  feet  above  the  highest  window,  opening  or 
light  shaft. 

29.  Soil  or  main  ventilating  pipes  in  an  extension 
must  be  carried  to  and  above  the  roof  of  the  main 
building,  when  otherwise  they  would  open  within  40 
feet  of  any  openings  of  the  main  or  adjoining  house. 

30.  No  soil  pipe  shall  be  less  than  four  inches  in 
diameter.  A waste  pipe  receiving  the  discharge  of 
five  or  more  sinks  shall  not  be  less  thau  three  inches 
in  diameter  and  shall  have  two  inch  branches. 

31.  When  lead  pipe  is  used  to  connect  fixtures  with 
vertical  soil  or  waste  pipe,  or  to  connect  traps  with 
main  ventilators,  it  shall  not  be  lighter  than — 
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Trap  vent  pipes  shall  be  of  brass,  lead,  cast  or  gal- 
vanized wrought  iron.  All  traps  and  fittings  shall  be 
equal  in  quality  and  thickness  to  the  pipes  to  which 
they  are  attached. 

32.  All  cast-iron  pipes  must  be  of  the  best  clean  grey 
metal,  free  from  sand  cracks,  honeycomb,  porous 
places,  air  holes,  or  other  defects,  and  of  the  grade 
known  as  “Standard,”  which  may  be  used  below  all 
fixtures,  and  for  ventilating  pipes  the  grade  known  as 
“ Standard”  of  the  heavy  quality.  In  buildings  over 
three  stories  in  height  the  lower  three  stories  must  be 
fitted  with  the  grade  known  as  “ medium.”  The  fol- 
lowing will  Ire  accepted  : — 

Standards 2",  3",  4",  5",  6"  in  diameter. 

Below  fixtures 3,  44,  64,  84,  10,  20  lbs.  per  foot. 

Above  fixtures 3,  44,  64  lbs.  per  foot. 

Medium 54,  94,  13,  17,  20  lbs.  per  foot. 

All  fittings  used  in  connection  with  such  pipes  shall 
correspond  in  weight  and  quality.  All  such  pipes  and 
fittings  to  be  coated  inside  and  out  with  tar  and 
asphaltum. 

33.  Before  being  accepted,  all  plumbing  work  shall 
be  tested  by  water  or  other  test  approved  by  and  made 
in  the  presence  of  the  Plumbing  Inspector.  All  de- 
fective material  shall  be  removed  and  replaced  and 
bad  workmanship  made  good,  at  the  expense  of  the 
master  plumber  doing  the  work. 

34.  All  joints  in  iron  or  brass  sewer  pipe,  soil  pipe, 
waste  pipe  and  ventilators  shall  be  made  with  a gasket 
of  iron  and  lead,  hand-caulked,  and  be  perfectly  gas 
tight. 

35.  All  connections  of  lead  with  iron  or  brass  pipe 
shall  be  made  with  a brass  ferrule  of  the  same  diameter 
of  the  lead  pipe  put  in  a hub  of  the  iron  pipe  and 
caulked  with  lead.  The  ferrule  shall  be  connected 
with  the  lead  pipe  with  a wiped  joint.  Vent  and 
flush  pipes  of  water  closets  shall  be  connected  with 
brass  couplings. 

36.  All  connections  of  lead,  waste  and  vent  pipes 
shall  be  made  with  wiped  joints. 

37.  All  water  closets,  urinals,  sinks,  basins,  wash- 
trays,  baths,  and  all  tubs  or  sets  of  tubs,  and  hydrant 
waste  pipes,  shall  be  separated  and  effectively  trapped, 
except  when  a sink  and  wash-tubs  immediately  adjoin 
each  other,  in  which  case  the  waste  pipe  from  the  tubs 
may  be  connected  with  the  inlet  side  of  the  sink  traps. 
Urinal  platforms,  if  connected  with  the  sewers,  must 
also  be  properly  trapped,  vented  and  automatically 
flushed  with  water  from  a supply  tank. 

38.  Tanks  shall  be  placed  as  near  the  fixtures  as 
practicable,  and  in  no  case  shall  a trap  be  more  than 
two  feet  from  the  fixture.  All  traps  must  have  a 
cleaning-out  screw  on  the  under  side. 

39.  All  waste  pipes  from  fixtures  other  than  water- 
closets  shall  be  provided  at  the  outlet  with  strong 
metal  stringers,  and  all  sinks  shall  be  provided  with 
approved  grease  traps,  except  when  such  fixture  is  to 
be  used  for  other  than  household  purposes. 

40.  The  waste  pipes  from  no  other  fixtures  shall  be 
connected  with  a water-closet  trap. 

41.  All  traps  shall  be  protected  from  syphonage  by 
a ventilation  pipe  leading  from  the  highest  and  outer- 
portion  of  the  trap,  either  separate  or  joining  the  main 
ventilating  pipe,  above  the  highest  fixture,  or  by  a 
sealed  syphon  preventer,  which  will  only  be  allowed 
if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Inspector  it  is  impracticable 
to  provide  otherwise. 

42.  For  traps  in  water  closets  the  branch  ventilating 
pipe  shall  not  be  less  than  two  inches  in  diameter,  and 
not  less  than  three  inches  for  a building  of  three 
stories  or  more  in  height.  Where  a bath  or  basin,  or 
both,  are  in  the  same  room  with  a water  closet  the 
vents  for  the  same  may  join  the  closet  vent  above  the 
fixture.  In  no  case  shall  more  than  three  water- 
closets  communicate  with  the  same  ventilating  pipe 
unless  it  is  over  two  inches  in  diameter. 

43.  Overflow  pipes  must  discharge  into  the  open  air 
and  may  have  a flap  on  the  end  to  keep  out  draught. 

44.  Every  safe  under  a wash-basin,  bath,  urinal, 
water-closet  or  other  fixtures,  shall  be  drained  by  a 
special  pipe  unconnected  with  a sewer,  waste  or  soil 
pipe,  discharging  into  the  open  air. 

45.  No  drain  pipes  from  refrigerators  shall  be 
directly  connected  with  any  soil  pipe,  waste  or  sewer. 

46.  Water-closets  shall  not  be  placed  in  an  unventi- 
lated room  or  compartment.  In  every  case  there  shall 

j be  an  opening  to  the  outer  air.  All  water-closets  shall 
be  supplied  with  water  from  special  tanks,  and  the 
water  from  these  shall  not  be  used  for  any  other  pur- 
poses. No  water-closets  shall  be  directly  supplied 
from  the  water  mains  or  service  pipes.  Water  closet 
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cisterns  shall  be  fitted  with  ball  taps,  etc.,  to  prevent 
waste. 

47.  Where  the  trap  of  a closet  is  above  the  floor,  the 
connection  with  the  soil  pipe  shall  be  made  with  brass 
and  rubber  approved  flanges. 

48.  Overflow  or  discharge  pipes  from  tanks  for 
drinking  water  shall  never  be  directly  connected  with 
any  soil,  vent,  waste  pipe  or  sewer. 

49.  No  closet  or  any  other  convenience  which  allows 
the  escape  into  the  house  of  air  or  gas  which  has  been 
confined  in  any  part  of  it,  or  from  the  drain  or  soil 
pipe,  or  which  allows  the  accumulation  of  filth  in  or 
about  it,  shall  be  fitted  up  or  used. 

50.  All  water  pipes  must  be  protected  from  injury 
or  settling. 

51.  The  Plumbing  Inspector  shall  have  the  power  to 
enter  upon  any  premises  and  examine  the  plumbing, 
ventilation  and  drains,  and  should  the  same,  in  his 
opinion,  be  in  an  unsanitary  condition,  may  notify  the 
owner,  or  his  agents,  to  have  the  same  put  in  a sani- 
tary condition,  and  any  person  neglecting  to  do  so 
forthwith,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Plumbing  In- 
spector, shall  he  liable  to  the  penalties  of  this  Bj'-Law. 

52.  The  Plumbing  Inspector  is  also  authorised  to 
receive  and  place  on  file  drawings  and  descriptions  of 
the  plumbing  and  drainage  of  buildings  executed  in 
the  City  of  New  Westminster  prior  to  the  passage  of 
this  By-Lavr,  and  examine  and  give  a certificate,  if  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law,  upon 
request  by  owners  of  said  buildings. 

53.  Any  person  guilty  of  an  infraction  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  By-Law  shall  be  liable,  on  convic- 
tion, to  be  fined  in  any  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
dollars,  inclusive  of  costs,  and  in  case  of  non-payment 
of  the  fine  and  costs  the  same  may  be  levied  by  distress 
and  sale  of  goods  and  chattels  of  the  offender,  and  in 
case  of  non-payment  of  the  fine,  and  there  being  no 
distress  found  out  of  which  the  same  can  be  levied, 
such  offender  shall  be  liable  to  be  imprisoned  for  any 
period  not  exceeding  two  months. 

53a.  This  By-Law  shall  come  into  force  from  and 
after  such  date  as  may  be  named  by  the  Council  by 
resolution. 

54.  This  By-Law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Plumbers 
and  Plumbing  Regulation  By-Law,  1906.”

Ixcerpt  from  Rules  and  Orders  relatino  to 
Private  Bills. 


Rule  59. 

ALL  ApPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills,  properly 
4he  subject  of  legislation  by  the  Leeisl  itivp 
Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  withfn  the  purview*  of 
the  British  North  America  Act,  1867, ’’whether  for  the 
erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Railway  Tram 
way.  Turnpike  Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line- 
the  construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal  ’ 
Lock,  Dam  Slide,  or  other  like  work  ; the  granting 
of  a right  o Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular 
trade  or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Company 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals 
any  exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  wlvit 
ever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  tiling  wliilh  in  its 
operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other 
parties,  oi  relate  to  any  particular  class  of'  the  com 
mumty  or  for  making  any  amendment  of  a like  nS 
to  any  former  Act,— shall  require  a Notice  elt!? 
and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and  object  oUhe 
application  and,  where  the  application  refers  to  any 
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proposed  work,  indicating  generally  the  location  of  the 
work,  and  signed  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicants, 
such  notice  to  be  published  as  follows . — 

In  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  one  news 
paper  published  in  the  District  affected,  or  if  there  be 
no  newspaper  published  therein,  then  in  a newspaper 
in  the  next  nearest  District  in  which  a newspaper  is 
published. 

Such  notice  shall  be  continued  in  each  case  for  a 
period  of  at  least  six  weeks,  during  the  interval  of 
time  between  the  close  of  the  next  preceding  Session 
and  the  consideration  of  the  Petition,  and  copies  of 
such  notice  shall  be  sent  by  the  parties  inserting  such 
notice  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  to  be  filed  amongst 
the  records  of  the  Committee  on  Standing  Orders. 

57.  No  Petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be  received 
by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days  of  each  Session, 
nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be  presented  to  the  House 
after  the  first  three  weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may 
any  Report  of  any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon 
a Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four  weeks  of 
each  Session,  and  no  Motion  for  the  suspension  or 
modification  of  this  Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the 
House  until  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the 
Committee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made 
thereof  at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the 
Standing  Committees  charged  with  consideration  of 
Private  Bills,  who  shall  report  thereon  to  the  House. 
And  if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as 
aforesaid  the  promoters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the  time 
hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay  double 
the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless  the 
House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to  the 
House,  together  with  the  notices  published.  At  the 
time  of  depositing  the  Bill,  the  applicant  shall  also 
pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the  House  a sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars.  If  a copy  of  the  Bill,  Petition  and  notices 
shall  not  have  been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  at  least  eight  days  before  the 
opening  of  the  Session,  and  if  the  Petition  has  not 
been  presented  within  the  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred 
dollars.  If  the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one- 
half  of  the  fees  paid  shall  be  returned. 

60.  Before  any  Petition,  praying  for  leave  to  bring  in 
a Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a Toll  Bridge,  is 
received  by  the  House,  the  person  or  persons  intending 
to  petition  for  such  Bill  shall,  upon  giving  the  notice 
prescribed  by  rule  59,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner,  give  notice  of  the  rates  which 
they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the  privilege,  the 
height  of  the  arches,  the  interval  between  the  abut- 
ments or  piers  for  the  passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and 
mentioning  also  whether  they  intend  to  erect  a draw- 
bridge or  not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

61.  All  Private  Bills  tor  Acts  of  Incorporation  shall 
be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference  the  clauses 
of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the  details  to  be  pro- 
vided for  by  such  Bills: — Special  grounds  shall  be 
established  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  provisions 
as  to  such  details,  and  a note  shall  be  appended  to  the 
Bill  indicating  the  provisions  thereof  in  which  the 
General  Act  is  proposed  to  be  departed  from.  Bills 
which  are  not  framed  in  accordance  with  this  Rule 
shall  be  re-cast  by  the  promoters  and  re-printed  at 
their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes  upon  the 
clauses. 

65.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by  the  par- 
ties applying  for  the  same,  and  printed  in  Small  Pica 
type,  twenty -six  ems  by  fifty  ems,  on  good  paper,  in 
imperial  octavo  form,  each  page  when  folded  measur- 
ing 10f  inches  by  74  inches.  There  shall  be  a marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page  ; the  numbering 
of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through  the  Bill,  but  the 
lines  of  each  page  are  to  be  numbered  separately.
